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EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

1 . An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1 .312.

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Applicants amendment of June 7, 2005 has amended scope of the molecular 

weight of the macromonomer of the only pending claim 8 to 600 to 3,500, molecular 
weight distribution in the range of not less than 1 .5 to less than 4.0. Since Brant et al. 
(US 5,475,075) does not teach the molecular weight distribution of the macromonomer 
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(a-olefin) to be more than 1 , Brant's branched polyolefins are different form those of the 
instant claims. Because applicant's declaration of September 28, 2004 have shown the 
much higher percentage (50% or more) conversion of macromonomer to be 
copolymerized when the molecular weight of macromonomer is in the claimed range of 
600 to 3,500, thus, the instant claims are not the obvious variation over the teaching of 
Markel (US 6,444,773). Therefore, the instant claim is deemed to be novel over the 
cited prior art.
